OVERCROWDED SCHOOLS. 


A FEW DAYS AQO the Board of Education de- 


cided to move the offices of Superintendent Die- 
trich and Secretar> MaiN from the High School 
building to an office building down town. This is 
to be oone co tha^ the two rooms now occupied 
as offices may be made available for recitations, 
a*d It shows how Urgent la the need for increased 
quarters in the High School 


In 1892 when the present building wits finished, 


it was believed to be large enough to suffice as 
long aa it would stand. The population of Colo- 
rado Springs then was about 12,000, but in sixteen 
years this figure has more than trebled. Such an 


1C crease could not hav* been foreseen, and Indeed 
If It had been It is doubtful whether it would have 
been good policy to spend more money for a still 
larger building, the full capacity of which would 
tot be needed for an Indefinite time 


But there is no doubt about the need for larger 


quarters no« 
In 1892, the graduating class of the 


High School numbered five pupils, last spring the 


consisted of fifty-five. 
Sixteen. yea«y> ago the 


total enrollment of the school was 176, but at the 
close of **u> last term thfcs number had grownalo 692. 
The ci«ra» which is to enter the High School during 
the coming year, one half in September, the other 
half in January, will-number 200, and possibly 
more. The capacity of the building was severely 
taxed during the last year, and It is hard to see 


t Is to be done next year with 200 coming in 


and only fifty-five gone to make room for- them. 


It Is noted that while the school censuses of th* 


last three years have shown no Increase in the num- 


aber of children of school age,' there has been a 
greatly increased attendance In both the grades and 
the m»l. School. *%Thls condition is attributed by 
the school authe.UKs to th« Increased attractive^ 
ness of school life, which may also explain another 
peculiar fact, ' S'9 jtaftics chow that throughout the 
country only one boy out of every fifty who enter 
the public schools is graduated from the High 
Schools, while In Colorado Springs the proportion 
tn one out of twenty-two. 
This certainly speaks 


well for the character of the work done in our 
High School as well as for its attractiveness to the 
pupil 
• 


The congested condition here noted is by no 


means peculiar to the High 
School 
Colorado 


Springs h<w been building public schools at a rapid 
rate during recent years, but the demand for more 
rooms is almost *s gi eat as ever. Within five years 
the Steele and Helen Hunt schools have been built, 
and Sin addition as large *s any of thc=e *••• bsen 
built to the Lowell school 
An addition has also 


been built to the Bristol School, and now an addi- 
tion Is to be made to the Steele School and one to 
the Ivywlld School 
These Increased grade school 


facilities, together with the necessity for greater 
capacity In the High School, show beyond doubt 
that Colorado Springs has grown rapidly during 
this time 
There are plenty of indications that this 


growth 'will continue indefinitely and It is quite 
probable that even If a way Is found to provide for 
the present neces«ltles of tlie High School a new 
tvildlng for this purpose will be demanded within 
two Or three years.

The fait that ho has supplied 


the school with a full set of meteorological instru- 
ments directs renewed attention to his liberality 


It would be impracticable to give too much at- 


tention to the study of forestry In this country and 
especially in the midst of our arid region Lumber 
men and others recognise that the day is rapidly 
approaching when the timber supply of the United 
States wttl be exhausted, for so great has been the 
destruction of forests that no ode entertains 
the 


thought now that it will be practicable to restore 
the timber growth sufficiently to supply to an ap- 
preciable degree the demand which will arise at 
the expiration of from fifteen to twenty years. 


The .study and practice of forestry has become, 


therefore, urgent, and it Is easy to foresee that 
within less than two decades from this date, prac- 
tical ana educated foresters will be much sought 
after and In great demand in every part of tho 
country 


The need of a school like the one established 


by General Palmer has thus become apparent, and 
he deserves to be hailed as a public benefactor The 
opportunities pieaented for the study of arid-region 
and mduntaln forestry are most excellent, and In 
the course of a few years the school should b« 
sending out highly educated and well trained for- 
esters to take up the work of forest preservation 
and restoration in some of the hundreds of differ- 
ent places where It Is needed
